On Tuesday, May 22, the writer, 
who was chairman of the committee 
appointed by the American Legion for 
that purpose, announced the selection 
of Pompeo Coppin! as the sculptor 
who will make the model for the coin 
to be minted under the ConnuUy-Pat- 
man bill in commemoration of the 
Centennial of 
Texas 
Independence. 
These coins are to be 50* • pieces and 
1,500,000 of them are to be minted 
and sold by the Texas Centennial 
commission for $1 each in order to 
raise the necessary funds to erect a 
suitable building to hold the histori­ 
cal relics of Texas and create a Tex­ 
as museum. The design submitted by 
Coppini to the committee on design 
was unanimously accepted and a r­ 
rangements were completed that day 
for the coining of the commemorative 
pieces. 
Coppini and his work are 
widely known and especially in Texas 
for he is the creator of the War 
Memorial fountain on the University 
of Texas campus, the statue of the 
Texas ranger on the capitol grounds 
and numerous works in and around 
the capitol of Texas. 
Coppini is the 
holder of a grand prize for an exhibi­ 
tion at Bologna, Italy, is a member 
of the Rotary International and the 
National Arts Club, and has been de­ 
ported by the crown of Italy.

goes to conference to have tile differ­ 
ences between it aud the senate bill 
ironed out. 
The outlook for a speedy 
report by the conferees seems rather 
gloomy for several wide differences 
exist, including the placement of the 
authority and the amount that can be 
loaned to any one firm.

closed banks and thereby facilitate 
the repayment of its depositors.

bill in spite of the administration’s 
expresses! opposition to any such leg­ 
islation.
